INCOME TAX FORUM 
HELD AT NECC 


In keeping with its aware- 
ness of community needs, North- 
ern Essex Community College 
has extended its service to the 
community one step further by 
presenting a forum on federal 
income taxation. 

President Bentley, who gave 
the welcoming address, stated 
that this is the first of many 
services planned for the Mer- 
rimack Valley area having the 
aim of making a positive con- 
tribution toward the area’s 
practical and cultural needs. 

President Bentley also amus- 
ingly said that contrary to pop- 
ular belief, universal suffrage 
is not the one thing that Amer- 
fcan citizens have in common, 
but rather the fact that they al! 
have to pay an income tax, 
which is a sort of ypniversal suf- 
fering. 

The income tax forum was 
presented under the auspices of 
the American Accounting Asso- 
ciation of N.E.C.C., whose mem- 
bers deserve credit for the plan- 


ning and conductirg of the for- 
um. Mr. Ronald Richards, presi- 
dent of the group, acted as mod- 
erator. 

Mr. Alvin M. Kelley, District 
Director of the Internal Revenue 
Service, spoke on “Develop- 
ments in Federal Tax Adminis- 
tation Revenue Act of 1964.” 

Before listing the highlights 
of the 1964 IRS Act, Kelley out- 
lined the public image and mis- 
sion of the IRS and the public’s 
response to this image. Kelley 
said that the mission of the IRS 
was to provide efficient and ef- 
fective service to taxpayers. 

In order to achieve this, the 
IRS has strived to build up a 
public image of helpfulness to 
the tax-payer, rather than a 
negative image of punitiveness. 

The main component of this 
concept of helpfulness is the 
public information service of 
IRS. The forum is only one ex- 
ample of how IRS information 
fs disseminated to the public.

PRECIPITATION OF IDEAS 


{AN ESSAY ON MEANINGFUL EDUCATION) 


SCIENCE VS. PHILOSOPHY 

The first part of this essay 
dealt with its basic principles 
and premises, the second part 
demonstrated the application of 
these principles to the general 
body of knowledge, and now, the 
remaining section will concern 
itself with applying the same 
principles, although implicitly, 
to the two major bodiies of know- 
ledge: Science and Philosophy. 

STATEMENT OF THESIS 

What seems to be so formid- 
able a problem is, in reality, so 
simple that it completely eludes 
the casual thinker. What even 
had been considered to be clear 
in my mind was, as experience 
proved, clearer still through the 
words of Etienne Gilson in his 
book The Philosopher and The- 
ology (New York, 1962). 

The essence of Gilson’s 
thought is this: Galileo was 
right until he attempted to in- 
terpret Sacred Scripture in such 
a way as to conform to his con- 
clusion that the earth revolved 
around the sun. The theologians 
stepped in to correct Galileo by 
telling him that Sacred Scrip- 
tures does not teach the motion 
of the earth. 

Those who judged Gialileo, 
however, stepped out of bounds 
by denying the motion of the 
earth. (pp. 222-223). The case 
may be stated in simpler terms. 

Galileo drew theological con- 
clusions from valid scientific 
data and the theologans drew 


scientific conclusions from valid 
theological data. Both were 
wrog; both trespassed into each 
other’s discipline. 

“LET’S GET TOGETHER, 

YEAH, YEAH, YEAH” 

If man’s knowledge of the 
universe is to progress, then 
the scientist and the philosopher 
ought to work side by side, 
each supporting the other, each 
advancing in their respective 
disciplines. The meditations and 
ponderings of the philosopher 
are seeds whch grow into pro- 
gress in knowledge when tended 
by the scientist; they are the 
catalyst necessary for scientific 
progress. 

In turn, the present advance- 
ment in science ought to keep 
the philosophers up to date in 
their explanations of metaphys- 
ics. 

The scientist who is not a 
philosopher, is not a true scien- 
tist; the philosopher who is not 
a scientist, is not a true philos- 


opher. This means that the 
scientist must be familiar with 
metaphysical principles and that 
the philosopher must be familiar 
with the latest advances in 
Science, especially physics. 

If we work in ghettos, human 
knowledge will remain abstrac- 
ted; if we work together, human 
knowledge will reach a syn- 
thesis.

Kelley said that the public re- 
sponse to this image is good 
and that through the concept of 
voluntary compliance, most peo- 
ple are honest. 

After Mr. Kelley spoke, Mr. 
Joseph M. Hooban, Assistant Re- 
gional Commissioner, began his 
talk, “The Audit Function in 
the Internal Revenue.” 

His talk, like Kelley’s was in- 
formal and unpretentiously in- 
formative. 

Mr. Hooban outlined the main 
services of the IRS which were 
Collection, Audit, and Intelli- 
gence, and said that the mission 
of the audit function is to en- 
courage voluntary compliance, 
to educate, and to evaluate tax 
returns. 

The third member of the 
“team,” Mr. Thomas J. Laycock, 
Chief Planning Officer of the 
Digital Computing Systems, 
spoke on, “The Role of Data 
Processing in Federal Tax Ad- 
ministration.” 

Mr. Laycock outlined the de- 
velopment of the automatic data 
processing operaton. Its neces- 
sity was first realized in 1948, 
and its ultimate development is 
common knowledge to all who 
live in this computor age. 

The use of ADP has increased 
the efficiency of administration 
though there is still room for 
improvement. 

Mr. Laycock ended his talk by 
saying that ADP, as so many 
fear, is not going to de-human- 
ize the IRS, but will serve to 
increase the efficiency of the 
over-all tax gathering operation. 

A discussion period began 
with Professor Nicholas Sarris, 
advisor to the American Ac- 
counting Association of N.E.C.C.., 
out in the audience with a hand 
mike. 

Members of the audience were 
invited to ask questions of the 
‘panel. During ‘this discussion 
period, Kelley, Hooban, and Lay- 
cock were aided by Mr. Bres- 
nahan, IRS officer from Lawr- 
ence, Mr. Mercier, IRS agent 
from Lawrence, and Mr. Lyons, 
IRS agent from Haverhill. 

Those that attended the forum 
found it to be stimulating and 
informative. It is hoped that an 
income tax forum will be an 
annual feature of the services 
provided by the college to the 
community.

THE ROAD 
THAT LIES AHEAD 

Even though the clashes be- 
tween Science and Philosophy 
are the result of misunderstan- 
dings, there do exist technical 
differences. The situations in 
which these differences occur 
merely indicate that we do not 
yet know enough concerning the 
nature of things to be able to 
piece together all of the ele- 
ments which constitute the in- 
tegrity of existence — and this 
is the theme of “The Integrity 
of Existence.” 

It is inconceivable that any 
one man should acquire, of him- 
self, a comprehensive knowledge 
of the universe, but if each man 
contributes to the weaving of 
this great fabric of knowledge, 
future generations may the more 
easily understand their rela- 
tionship to the universe and all 
that it entails. 

EPILOGUE 

Since some questions have a- 
risen, it should be made clear 
that I am solely responsible for 
the ideas set forth, as such, in 
this essay and that they are the 
fruit of prolonged consideration 
of the entire subject disrussed 
in this and preceding issues of 
the OBSERVER. 

The references that were cited 
served an intentional three-fold 
purpose: (1) to support argu- 
ments, (2) to demonstrate that 
the ideas expressed are neither 
radical nor alien to the con- 
temporary trend of thought, and 
(3) to provide information for 
those who may he interested 
enough in one or more aspects 
of the essay so that they may 
have access to more detailed 
information. 

If you read this essay at “33 
and one third,’ you will have 
absorbed more than the average 
“speed reader.”

Lyrical nonsense best des- 
cribes the poetry contained in 
this collection.

Many people are firmly op- 
posed to the style Nash uses. 

To the contrary, I find it a 
refreshing change from the ser- 
ious content of most writing. 
Sometimes a bit of nonsense on 
occasion does more for the soul 
than a well-meaning sermon. 
Also, it is fair to say that Ogden 
Nash is one of the most widely- 
quoted of poets since Shake- 
spare. 

This book is bound to tickle 
your risibilities. One should read 
this collection now that the bal- 
my breezes of spring are waf- 
ting through the land. 

Perhaps you’ll consider Nash’s 
poetry trash or possibly, gospel, 
but, no matter; that you read it 
and laugh is sufficient.
